The Tabor Airfield /^925N-l442E_7 was located two kilometers south- 
east of Tabor; two kilometers northeast of Sezlmovo Usti /“4923N- 
1442E_/, one kilometer east of a road J and 500 m. 

east >f a railroad |ine 


The airfield was 700 m. long from north to south, 600 m. wide from 
east to west, and irregular in shape. It was level, grass surfaced, 
had natural drainage, and was 430 m. above sea level. A dark brown 
wooden hangar was located on the 'northwest side of the airfield. 

The hangar was used for housing Doslet aircraft and gliders and 
for minor repairs of aircraft. The grassy landing area had no 
runways marked off. The airfield could be used the year around. A. 
hill about 46 m. above airfield elevation, located approximately 
1000 m. north of the airfield, was an obstruction to flying.
